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The Jenks Hatchery Story 


The Jenks family 
has roots in Oregon that 
reach back to the end of 
the American Civil War. 
In 1866, Oregon Trail pio- 
neers James Benton and 
Mary Callaway Jenks made 
their way from Missouri to 
the Willamette Valley and 
established a farm in Linn 
County, Oregon. 

The fertile land and 
mild climate provided James Jenks with opportunities not 
available in the Midwest, and both the farm and the family 
flourished. Raising nine sons and one daughter, James and 
Mary made the farm their home through the end of the 19th 
century and into the 20th. 

In 1910, their son Enoch Marvin “E. M” Jenks established 
Jenks Hatchery on that same property. As a young man of 
30, E. M. had a vision that he could create a successful busi- 
ness by breeding and hatching only the finest poultry. At that 
time, the hatchery industry was in its infancy, but the work 
ethic he honed on the farm proved advantageous, and over 
the years, through careful management, hard work and an 
eye toward constant improvement, his vision became not 
only a reality, but a thriving business. 

From the beginning E. M. knew that his success was de- 
pendent on the success of his customers. “Your interest, your 
patronage, and your success is our highest 
aim,’ he wrote in 1929. “We want you to 
feel free to call upon us at any time” 

As Jenks Hatchery grew, so did the 
involvement of the Jenks family. In the 
late 1930s, E. M. Jenks’ two sons, Marlowe 
and Melvin, joined the business. Each son 
added his expertise in the development of 
poultry technology and marketing. 

Throughout the 1940s, ‘50s and ‘60s, 
Jenks Hatchery continued to expand and 
improve, adapting new methods and em- 
bracing new technologies with one goal 
in mind, continuing to increase the quality 
of their chicks for the benefit of their val- 
ued customers. By the mid-1940s, Jenks 
was hatching and shipping over a half mil- 
lion chicks and poults every year. 

E. M. Jenks died in Novem- 
1969, but not before a third

generation, first-cousins John and Larry Jenks, had 
the opportunity to continue in the family tradition.

But like the mythical phoe- 
nix, Jenks rose from the ashes, installing new incubators in 
a new steel building.

For Jenks Hatchery, family-owned also means family-run 
and E. M. Jenks’ grandchildren, John Jenks and Larry Jenks 
continue to be heavily involved in the daily operation of our 
200 acre facility.
